sion, and repudiating any 
ufea tha t 
Belgium wishes to depriv e Britain of 
her dues, the note proposes the su b ­ 
stitution of a new percentage 
a g ree­ 
ment based on m aterial dam age only 
and excluding

to persons. 
This plan, while nearly doubling Bel­ 
gium ’s share and materially inc re a s­ 
ing th a t of France, would seriously 
depreciate th a t of Britain.

One-fifth of the samples was found 
to contain less than 25 per cent of live 
seed, and two-fifths of the samples 
contained less than 05 per cent of pure 
live crimson clover seed. 
In other 
words, two-fifths of the samples of 
crimson clover seed offered farmers 
during tlie month of June were of such 
poor qualify that they would not he 
permitted entry into the United States 
under the seed importation act. 
The 
proportion of hig h g rade seed offered 
in the market will he increased when 
the Ifi2.‘i crop seed is available, hut 
nevertheless the old seed of low vital­ 
ity now being offered will be sold for 
seeding purposes. 
It should be kept in mind, says the 
department, that crimson clover seed 
loses Its vitality more rapidly than 
most other seeds, and therefore it is 
especially important to know in ad­ 
vance of seeding how much of it may 
be expected to g row under favorable 
soil and weather conditions. 
If the 
g ermination is not known before sow­ 
ing , many failures in the field are sure 
to follow.

London, Aug. 28.— The Belgian aote 
in answer to the ret eat British mem­ 
orandum, which arrived here, while 
it tries to be as mild and cordial as 
possible, is pathetically helpless, 
The note doe^ not coutuiu a single 


constructive proposal and makes not 
even the slightest reference to any im­ 
partial international commission to in­ 
vestigate Germany’s capacity to pay 
Though the note overflows with as­ 


surances of gratitude to Britain tor 
her help, and 
with expressions of 
•sympathy for Britain at the burden 
of unemployment and trade depres­ 
sion, and repudiating any ufea that 
Belgium wishes to deprive Britain of 
her dues, the note proposes the sub­ 
stitution of a new percentage agree­ 
ment based on material damage only 
and excluding d am age to persons. 
This plan, while nearly doubling Bel­ 
gium’s share and materially increas­ 
ing that of France, would seriously 
depreciate that of Britain. 
About oue-third of the note is de­ 
voted to a discussion of the Belgian 
claim to priority, citing numerous dip­ 
lomatic declarations in support of the 
claims, including one from ex-Presi-

poor quality that they would not he 
permitted eat 17 Into the United States 
under the seed importation act.

tile 1P28 crop seed is available, twit 
nevertheless the old seed of low vital­ 
ity now being offered will be sold for 
seeding purposes.

The genius Tor form! Perhaps m ore 
than we m oderns realize, this genius 
for form—for the making of signifi­ 
cant shapes out of all sorts of practi­ 
cable m aterials, organic or Inorganic — 
has been a fundamental influence in 
the most famous gardens of all Time. 
Without letting our surm ises stray as 
far hack as to the

and

farms, w hether in Babylon or in the 
Borromean Islands or in Peru. demand 
first of all a bold reshaping of nature 
bv art, a sculpture noon the hillside. 
Not only must the earth itself, the 
very ground under foot, he carved in­ 
to plateaux, stairways, w atercourses, 
but even the w aters must ho curiously 
turned and modelled into new lines, 
now for the utilitarian purposes of ir­ 
rigation and refreshm ent, now in tho 
service of beauty.
